And still Miss De Voo says of herself: 
“Modern as I am, I would neverthe- 
less have preferred to live in an ex- 
quisite rococo setting in the days of 
Louis XV. than during any Other period 
of decoration.” ‘ 

This inclination for rich and colorful 
surroundings, coupled with the urge 
for that which is newest, and tempered 
by the prudent Quaker background.

For the traveler there are serve 
ing kits, medicine cases and clocks in

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there are other elements of decoration 
that are extremely.important, and of 
which we shall have much to say. 

In explaining my preference for 
clear color I should like to say that, 
in my understanding of art and deco- 
ration, to deliberately fike antiquiiy 
4s altogether wrong. And by this I 
mean artificial antiquing or glazing to 
create the dulness of age and the imi- 
tation of wear in fabrics. The mellow 
effect we get in the aging of walls cr 
a plece of furniture was not the way 
these things started with the ances- 
tors. If the original colors were cleur- 
cut and properly combined they were 
beautiful when brand new. 

This is borne out by the art of the 
Egyptian age, where intense colors 
were always exquisitely blended. But 
in the Victorian age, where the eye did 
not know color, and violent greens, 
reds and yellows were put together in 
wrong rélation, the discord was indeed 
helped by the mellowing of time. When 
properly combined, however, clear col- 
ors are always beautiful in their orig- 
inal intensity. It is the juxtaposition 
of proper colors which gives loveliness, 
not endeavoring to dim or conceal 
colors. 

Second only to color in our discus- ° 
sions will be the topic of combining 
the old with the new. Many decora- 
tors prefer to work with all new ap- 
pointments, but I have never liked to 
start off and build from the beginning 
with all things new. I much prefer to 
take an old house and feel out its 
possibilities, and then by improving 
the original scheme I get far more out 
of what has gone befores 

That is perhaps why I feel that the 
growth of modernism will not be safe 
and sane unless it 1s developed in 
conjunction with the furniture and 
periods that have gone before. Mod-~ 
ernism should be an outgrowth and 
a simplification of what has been 
rather than an acute change. A great 
many of the classic and simple fur- 
nishings can still be used in combina- 
tion with that which has the modern 
touch, and in their proper arrange- 
ment each adds a piquant interest to 
the other.
